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SWAT Teams Training 
On Airport Property

It has been brought to my attention 
that SWAT (special weapons and tac- 
tics) teams are being trained at the Air- 
port in an indoor “gun range” located 
at Northline and Wayne roads. The “live 
fire house,’ as some Airport officials 
like to call it, is located about 200 yards 
off Wayne and Northline roads in a 
fenced area of the Airport. 

In my initial investigation of this 
“gun range/ fire house,’ | came across 
a video tape of the building, which |am 
assuming was not completed at the 
time that the video tape was made (and 
| have no confirmation that the building 
is completed at this time, since no one 
in charge will return calls or talk to me 
about this project). 

| have tried to contact Dan Kerber, 
Deputy Director of Airports/ Airport Op- 
erations, but his secretary told me to 
contact Wayne County Executive Ed 
McNamara’s press secretary. | tried to 
talk to Robert Braun (the new Director 
of Airports), and did speak with him 
once, but with no results in getting an- 
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swers to my questions about the range. 
Since then, Braun has also asked me 
tocontact McNamara’s press secretary. 

McNamara called my home twice to 
talk to me about this range/fire house, 
and concluded that we should meet and 
visit this facility to see what, exactly, 
is going on, but, since that time, two 
appointments have been cancelled be- 
cause of the recent accident at Metro. 

This whole investigation of the gun 
range/ fire house started because of the 
video tape that was presented to me, 
and the fact that the building was con- 
structed without a permit from the City 
of Romulus. According to some, no per- 
mit from the City is needed; any permit 
for that type of structure would be is- 
sued through the Airport. On the other 
hand, | feel that, possibly, a City permit 
is needed because of an agreement that 
was signed by Airport officials and then- 
Mayor of Romulus, William Oakley, on 
February 27, 1978, which says, in part: 

“I. The Wayne County Road Com- 
mission will direct its contractors to 
obtain building permits on all building

contract work at the Detroit Metropoli- 
tan Wayne County Airport. This would 
impose upon Romulus such inspection 
activities as may be prescribed by the 
building permit. 

“I, Romulus would not require a 
building permit for any airfield construc- 
tion contracts (air-side or land-side), in- 
cluding grading, paving, landscaping, 
airfield lighting, roadway lighting, storm 
sewers and storm water storage ponds. 
This does not include pumphouses. 

“IIL Romulus would not require a 
building permit for any work performed 
by the Board's Airport Maintenance Di- 
vision and Road Maintenance Division 
at the Airport.” 

According to the Romulus city in- 
spectors, no permit was ever obtained 
to build this particular building, which 
is constructed of dirt, tires, wood, and 
some metal, with a bulletproof curtain 
on the ceiling. Some of my sources be- 
lieve that curtain cost in excess of 
$30,000. 

Just who did approve this project? 
According to McNamara, it was not he.

After | began asking questions, R. B. 
Jamison, Director of Airports at the time, 
was transferred to another position, and 
could not be reached for comment. 

|, in turn, contacted P. J. Harte, Proj- 
ect Director, who at first seemed to 
know absolutely nothing of the project. 
When he finally did say there was a “fire 
house” on Airport property, he said there 
was not a need for a building permit 
from the City and, if he had issued a 
permit, it would have been done through 
Lieutenant Laatz, who, | found out later, 
had been retired for over 18 months, 
allegedly from the Wayne County She- 
riff’s Department, so he couldn’t have 
known about the permit. 

According to ex-Mayor Oakley, if 
the work was done by the Airport per- 
sonnel, no permit would have been 
needed from the City, but, if others from 
outside the Airport were hired, permits 
would be needed. Osborne Concrete 
poured approximately 81 yards of con- 
crete for the building, but it is not known 
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if Osborne finished the concrete. Os- 
borne is located in Romulus. 

At this point in time, no one has 
been able to show, or has attempted to 
show, a building permit of any kind, 
whether it is to be a City permit or an 
Airport permit. 

Chris Powers, a teacher employed 
by the Romulus school district, said 
that she has supplied Michigan Youth 
Corps kids to work on the gun range 
and other projects for the last two sum- 
mers. The first year, the kids were payed 
$3.35 per hour, and this last summer 
they were paid $3.85 per hour. 

“We simply work through our con- 
tacts at the Airport,’ said Powers, “and, 
also, there are some people down in De- 
troit that run the Michigan Youth Corp 
for the County.” 

She continued, “It was not simply 
a gun range project; the kids do other 
things. The kids that worked on the gun 
range packed the tires with sand, and 
then they stacked the tires on a frame 
and on poles. My job was to get kids 
jobs which was a governmental agency 
[Michigan Youth Corps].” 

According to Powers, the first sum- 
mer they worked on the project, she was 
told that they were erecting a building 
to train firefighters in rescues. She went 
on to say that she was later told that 
the building was to be used for teaching 
police how to rescue hostages. Powers 
said she had probably 20 kids assigned 


to the Airport doing various jobs the 
first summer, and the kids were as- 
signed to the Sheriff's Department. How 
many of those kids worked on the range, 
she wasn’t sure, but there were some 
who did work on the range. 

The names brought to my attention 
most were Dan Kerber and Sergeant 
Dunbar. It has been alleged that Ser- 
greant Dunbar and Dan Kerber are the 
forces behind the building of this range, 
although, at this point in time, that has 
not been confirmed. 

| called to talk to one man, Sergeant 
William Dunbar, who is allegedly in- 
volved in the range, but he didn’t return 
my calls, nor did Sergeant Monge or 
Lieutenant Koester, also allegedly in- 
volved in the gun range and/or SWAT 
training. 

After all this, | had heard that the 
FAA (Federal Aviation Administration) 
had approved and possibly funded the 
gun range. | called Hank Lambert from 
the Chicago branch of the FAA, and he 
assured me that the FAA had nothing 
to do with any funding of any gun range 
on Airport property. In fact, he was not 
even aware that a range was there. 

Shortly after the conversation with 
Lambert, | received a call from another 
FAA official, Len Mizerowski, who in- 
formed me, in no uncertain terms, that 
there was nothing wrong with the gun 
range, and that it does have the FAA’s 
approval. 


Several questions arise at this point 
in time. 

Why would anyone approve a gun 
range on Airport property, especially 
an airport as heavily travelled as Metro, 
regardless of how ‘‘safe” it was deter- 
mined to be? Why was this range/ fire 
house built when no one seems to know 
anything about any building permit from 
the City or Airport or County? Who ap- 
proved this project? Where did the 
money come from? Who directed its 
distribution? After all, it was taxpayer 
dollars that paid for it; why be so secre- 
tive? Taxpayers have a right to know 
how their dollars are spent. Why did 
Sheriff Robert Ficano say that the Air- 
port people offered the gun range, why 
not use it? There was a training session 
scheduled for November 30, from 12 to 
3 p.m.; who trained there, and what type 
of training was it? 

lam presently awaiting another call 
from McNamara to set up another meet- 
ing about this range/fire house, and 
as soon as the meeting is held, hope- 
fully, | can answer some of these ques- 
tions for you. 1 


Glaze Killed in 
Car Accident

Ollen Glaze, age 21, was killedina 
head-on collision on Goddard Road just 
west of Rogalle Drive. The time of the 
accident was approximately 10 p.m. on 
November 28. Glaze was taken to the 





hospital and pronounced dead the next 
day at around 12 noon. 

Apparently, Glaze and a female pas- 
senger, Samantha Ford, age 17, also of 
Romulus, were traveling eastbound on 
Goddard at the curve, going toward Mid- 
dle Belt, when the car Glaze was driving 
crossed the yellow line, and a head-on 
collision occurred with another Rom- 
ulus resident, Mary Cannon. 

Cannon was treated and released 
from the hospital, but the Ford girl was 


seriously injured and taken to Mott’s 


Childrens Hospital in Ann Arbor. 

It is not known at this writing if the 
accident was alcohol-related, but a po- 
lice investigation is ongoing at this time. 

In another accident on December 3, 
at approximately 8:30 a.m., one Tenelia 
Wesley of River Rouge lost her life when 
she lost control of her vehicle in the 
snow and icy roads, and hit a tanker 
truck that was traveling eastbound on 
Ecorse Road. This brings the death toll 
for 1990 in the City to 17.

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Shopping for Santa Claus 
Can Lead To School Success

With only 12 more shopping days 
until Christmas, parents are reminded 
that books are an important addition 
to any child’s Christmas stocking. Ina 
recent survey conducted by the United 
States Department of Education, more 
than half of all fifth graders surveyed 
said they spend only four minutes a day 
reading at home. These same children, 
however, spend more than two hours 
a day watching television. 

Research has shown that children 
improve their reading ability by read- 
ing and reading and reading. Children’s 
reading success may well depend upon 
how much time they spend reading 
each day. Students who spend as little 
as 30 minutes a day reading books, 
magazines, and newspapers are more 
likely to become good readers. Parents 
will be a good example for their children 
if they see them reading. 

During this Christmas vacation, try 
keeping a chart of your own and your 
children’s reading and television time. 
Are you watching more television than 
you should? Are your children reading 
less than they should? 

Why not try a regular family reading 
session every day. Select a quiet time 
each day when every family member is 
involved in the reading act. Remember: 
children love to have you read to them. 
Let your children read to you, too. The 
important thing is to spend time reading. 

Children who spend time reading 


at home are more likely to read faster, 
score higher on standardized tests, and 
do much better in high school and col- 
lege. During this Christmas season, visit 
the Romulus Public Library; buy books 
as Christmas gifts and read more at 
home.

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News from Lansing

Simplified State Forms Sought 

A resolution before a House com- 
mittee calls for a new State task force 
to examine and simplify the forms sen- 
ior citizens use to apply for State De- 
partment of Social Services programs. 
Supporters of the resolution point out 
that some of these application forms 
are 27 pages long, and that they can 
be complicated, intimidating, and time 
consuming, especially for older people. 
The proposed task force would bring 
together members of seniors’ organi- 
zations and representatives from the 
Department and the Office of Services 
to the Aging, from the State and coun- 
ty levels, to study the length and con- 
tent of the application forms and sug- 
gest ways that they could be shortened 
and simplified. 
Bill Proposes Better Help for Impaired 
Health Professionals 

House legislation close to final pas- 
sage would create an interdisciplinary 
health professional recovery committee 
and establish a treatment-oriented pro- 
cess to help practitioners who are im- 
Paired by alcohol or drug abuse or by 
mental illness. Under current State law, 
the State and health professional licens- 
ing boards can only discipline an im- 
paired health provider, often by lifting 
the practitioner's license. Under the 
House legislation, health providers who 
are found to be impaired could agree 
to enter and successfully complete a 
sanctioned professional recovery pro- 
gram. If the professional does not sat- 
isfactorily comply with the treatment 
plan, the appropriate State licensing 
board could then pursue further disci- 
plinary action. 
Lawmakers Seek To Improve Forfeiture 
Accountability 

Current Michigan law authorizes 
the forfeiture to the government of any 
and all property seized in connection 


with drug trafficking. The proceeds are 
used by the police agency responsible 
for the capture, to support or expand 
their continuing drug law enforcement 
efforts. Problems have arisen in some 
communities due to the lack of rules 
and guidelines in reporting or account- 
ing for forfeited property. In an effort 
to clarify the forfeiture law, House law- 
makers have passed legislation that 
would require police departments to 
account for all assets seized from drug 
dealers. Under the bill, annual reports 
would have to be filed with Michigan’s 
drug agencies director, declaring the 
amount of money and assets seized. 
Michigan Banks Could Join Federal 
Mortgage Program 

The House has passed legislation 
that would allow Michigan state-chart- 
ered banks to voluntarily become bor- 
rowing members of the Federal Home 
Loan Bank, which will allow Michigan 
banks to fund more home mortgages 
for borrowers with low or moderate in- 
comes. Supporters of the legislation say 
it will help restore competition among 
all financial institutions in the State. 
Bill Would Regulate ‘Nursing Pools’ 

Many nursing homes and some hos- 
pitals rely on specialized employment 
agencies or “nursing pools” to provide 
temporary staff people to augment the 
facilities’ regular staff. Temporary staff 
persons from the nursing pools, partic- 
ularly the nurses’ aides who perform 
much of the direct “hands-on” care for 
patients, are not required to meet the 
same training and minimum health stan- 
dards as regular staff. A bill now before 
the House would impose new regula- 
tions on the nursing pools, to ensure 
that the temporary help they provide 
meets the standards of the permenant 
staff of the facility. 
House Bill Would Allow Drag Racing 
on Ice 

A bill now before the House would 
allow public service or charitable orga- 
nizations to sponsor automobile “drag 


races” on frozen navigable lakes in Mich- 
igan. These races could be included 
in the popular “winter carnivals” pre- 
sented in many communities, which 
offer a variety of snow- and ice-related 
events for residents and tourists to enjoy.

Al- 
though we only had a couple of minor 
disturbances this time, who knows what 
might happen if we do not start taking 
precautions. 

Between the Romulus Police and 
the School administration, we probably 
tossed out 40 people on Friday, includ- 
ing two who will not be back, two who 
will be ticketed for disruption of aschool 
activity, and two who will be charged 
with trespassing. 

What bothered me most was the

ball game, and why? Because | spent 

my whole evening dealing with people 

who were obviously not there to watch 
the game at all. 

As the director of athletics for this 
school district, | truly believe that one 
of my duties to this community is to 
make our games representative of both 
the school and our community, neither 
of which have a “thug” reputation. 

This week, | proposed to the Board 
of Education and our superintendent 
of schools that we “strengthen” our 
current admission policy to games. | 
hope that some, if not all, of the follow- 
ing will go into effect on Friday for our 
Ann Arbor game. 

e Onlystudents from Romulus schools 
and our opponent’s schools will be 
allowed to enter. ID is required. 

e Only residents of Romulus and our 
opponent’s community will be al- 
lowed to enter. Driver's licenses will 
be checked for residency. 

e Individuals who are known trouble- 
makers in either school district or 
either community willbe turned away. 

e Individuals dressed in “colors” that 
represent a gang or other such group 
will be turned away. 

e People loitering in the parking lot or 
school grounds will be ticketed or ar- 


rested if they fail to follow directions, 
and banned from further events at 
Romulus schools. 

At first, these rules seem harsh and 
unfair, but a mother of one of our play- 
ers whispered in my ear, as she was 
leaving the other night, that she didn’t 
know if she was coming to any more 
games until they became safer, and 
that really bothered me. Our own par- 
ents are being forced to stay away and 
“good times” are being pushed aside 
by ‘‘security problems.” 

Parents need to see what is going 
on in their children’s lives. Clothes have 
become symbols of gangs and thugs 
whose intent is simply to cause trouble 
and possibly injure other people or 
property. What you may think is an “in” 
article of clothing may actually be the 
target that someone will use against 
your son or daughter. 

School activities are not the place 
to meet to settle differences. Our games 
are designed for people to come and 
have fun watching their classmates/ 
children show their talents in whatever 
sport is being played. They are not, in 
my mind, events that are open to who- 
ever wishes to attend for whatever rea- 
son. Money never has been, or will be, 
an issue at our games. Good times and

time that we addressed those issues 
very harshly.

A person is guilty of criminal sexual 
conduct in the first degree if he or she 
engages in sexual penetration with an- 
other person who is under 13 years of 
age. 
Voluntary intoxication is not a de- 
fense to criminal sexual conduct in the 
first degree. 

A person is guilty of criminal sexual 
conduct in the third degree if he or she 
engages in sexual penetration with an- 
other person who is at least 13 years 
of age and under 16 years of age. 

The defense of a reasonable mis- 
take of age is not available in first- or 
third-degree criminal sexual conduct. 

First-degree sexual conduct is pun- 
ishable by up to life in prison and third- 
degree is punishable by up to 15 years 
in prison. 

Any person who undertakes to med- 
ically treat a woman and, while so treat- 
ing her, represents to her that it is nec- 
essary or beneficial to her health that 
she have sexual intercourse with aman, 
except her husband, and the woman 
actually has sexual intercourse with a 
man pursuant with the advice, then that 
person is guilty of a felony, punishable 
by up to 10 years in prison.

Who’s going to sur- 
vive in a car/train collision? Usually 
the train. in 1988, of the 234 grade-cros- 
sing accidents which happened in Mich- 
igan, 21 were fatal crashes in which 29

persons werekilled. Approximately 73% 
of the vehicles struck were passenger ~ 
cars. The rest were mostly trucks. Two 
motorcycles and one piece of farm equip- 
ment were also involved. 

Three out of four drivers involved 
in those accidents were local residents 
who either drove too fast and were un- 
able to stop, or disregarded the traffic 
signal or sign. 

One hundred twenty-three, or 52.6 %, 
of the train accidents occurred during 
the daylight hours. 

In other years, railroad employees 
have died in grade-crossing crashes. 

The final word is: don’t! Think of 
all the grief put on your loved ones and 
loved ones of the c' “ers who may die.
